relaptions that are known  to have existed nt
times batween the trinmvirate of million-
nires, and Flood's subsequent (1 health, have
combined to bring about the reorganization
of the institution,

During an interview James G. Falr stated
that he would retain his interests in the Ne-
vada bank under the new rogime. Ho added
that ne did uot cave to  longor remmin  prosi-
dent, as the responsibilities wera groater
thnn, with his other Interests, he earad to
nssume, When nsked whos he  thought
would he the next president  of
the bank Mr. Folr  oexpressod his
opinion thut J, I, Houghton would be se-
lected for that position. The main idea of
the reorgunization is to allow the trivmvirate
of wmillionaires peeded rellof, nnd to allow
the new stockholders to seloct their own di
rectors und oficers.

The proposed change will give interest to
o brief resume of tho history of the bank. 1t
was incorporated on May 25, 185, withn
capital stock of #56,000,000, with Jumes (.
Fiood, J. W. Mackay, J. G. Falr, William 5.
O'Brien und Louls MeLano us incorporators,
In Octobor following the bank was opened
for business and on opening dov its deposits
are snld o have mmoupted to #6500,k In
May, 15875, a branch was established in New
York, the capital stock having been doublod
in the mean time. Later it became
public that enly &L000,000 of the amount
subscribed  had  been  paid in, and
the capital stoclt was altered. The milllons
were then reduced Lo the sisoe of the coin con-
tributed, and the number of shares decreased
to 40,000, Molane rotived from the presi-
deney in 1581 sud Flood was elocted to the
place. Ewrly in 1585 the Nevada bank con-
voyed to Flood and Mackay all the real gs-
tate in the city previwously held by that insti
tution, und the following month it was learned
that Mackay bhad control in the bunk, both
Flood's and Fair's intorests having boen
transferred to him, Flood afterwards be
came identitlod with the bank again, by buy-
ing in a good portion of the stock. Fair re-
muined out, however, until lusy fall, when
he came to the md of the bank with a half-
milllon dollars to tide over the neerly fatal
results of the wheat deal. The change will
opccur within o week.

“Look out!™

The New York Mail and Expross re-
porter dodged back as if he had inad-
vertetnly touched an electric coil,

“Great henvens, man! Do you want
to burn your fingers?' continued the
merchant, excitedly.

SWhnt's the matter?"!

“Matter enough,  Those eye-glasses
of yours are lramed in colluloid, and if
you keep twirling them arvound your
fingers too nenr the gas jou you will
have an explosion,”

The reporter placed the dangerous
contrivance astride his noso, and tho
merchant, who is one of the largest
dealers in celluloid goods in the eity,
gontivued his conversation where this
incidont had [nterrapted it,

“Most collulold §s made in France,
Would you like to kunow how? Then
listen: A roll of papoer is slowly un-
wound, nnd at the same time {8 satur-
ated with n mixture of five parws of sul-
phurie acid and two pierts of nitele neid,
which fulis upon the paperin g fine
white spray. This changes the cellu-
lose of the paper into pyroxyline (gun
cotton), Tho exeess of the neid having
been expelled by pressuro, the paper is
washed with plenty of water until all
traces of acid have been removed. It

i¥ then reduced toa pulp, and posses
on to the bleaching trough, It is this

gun cotton which gives itits explosive
nature,

**Most of the water having been got
vid of by means of a strainer, the pulp
is mixed with from 20 to 40 por cont of
its weight of camphor, and the mixture
thoroughly triturated under millstones.
The necessary coloring having been
added in the form of powder, & second
mixing and grinding follows. This pulp
is spread out in thin slabs, which are
squeezed in a hydraulio press until th-xﬁ
are dey as chips. Then they ard rolie
in hented rollors and come out in elus-
tic shocte, They are from that point

workod up iulo every ocouceiva-
ble  form. You o¢an get cellu-
loid collars, euffs, hairpins, shirt

fronts, cravats, penholders, brushes and
comds, inkstands, knifo handles, jew-
elry snd everything else, almost, that
you ean imagine, 1 have seen in Paris
& room almost ecmplotely furnished in
celluloid. The ourtains, the furniture,
the deorknobs, wod even the matting
were made of this materinl, You may

ba sure no mateches wore ever carried
there. Indeed, the room was never
used, It was only g curlosity, and the

mun who ownoed it owned the factory
where it was made. These rooms will
nover be pepular. Few men, even iu
this rapid age, care aboul balng blown
into the kingdom come in small frag-
ments, seorched and senttered, and
that would be the fute of ihe man who
let a lighted mateh foll io such & rogwm,"

EUROPEAN LIGHTING ,

Eleotriolty Taking the Place of Lamps

In a rocent lecture beforo the Society
of Arts on "“Protection From Light-
ning," by Prof. Oliver J. Lodge, tha
lecturer began by giving a slight his-
torieal skotoh of the subjoeoct, and called
attention to the outstanding questions,
difficultios, and points of controversy in
connection with lightning conduotors.
He described  the methods usually
adopled, and ghowed that the rensons
given for foilure weore ofton quite In-
sufficiont to astount for it. An inter-
esting experment showed the effeet of
a minuwte quantity of electricity; and
explained the renson of the large size
‘of the rato-drops in thunder showers.
As soon as o stick of seallng-wnx rubboed
on tho coat-sloeve was presented in the
neighborhood of the jetof a tiny foun-
tain, the drops proviously falling in
spray were collected, and foll in an al-
most continuous stream.  In conclusion,
tho lecturer referred to the futility of
ordinary galvanometor tests for light-
ning rods,and argued that the bahavior
of a feeble battery current afforded no
analogy whatever by which to estimnte
the effeet of the explosive and shattor-
ing lightning discharge.

“ Eleotrical Tests."

Prof. A. K. Dolbear writes to the
Ameriean Enginecring Record as fol-
lows: **I have had made nearly a hun-
dred tests of the tensile strengthof
clectrionlly welded bars of iron, steel
and other metals.  Tho results were of
such o charnctar that 1 ean state posi-
tively that with Thomson’s welding
process it is possible  to weld both
wronght ivon and steel so that the weld
is ns strong as the sume cross-soction in
another part of the bar, thut the ap-
pearance of the fracture is fibrous for
ron and  generally  geanulur [or stoel,
the strength of this granulay steel hl;'il![.{
on somd Zamples A2 high as 198,000
pounds persquare ineh; that the process
is such that the welding is homogenovs
from necessity. 1 had a number of bars
welded by an expert blacksmith, and o
number of similar ones by the elee-
trical process' far compurison, with the
result that the eleotrically welded bars
weroe much stronger than those welded
by the ordinsry process. The bors
were of various sizes, up to an inch and
a halfl for ironzand three-fourths of an
inch octagon Tcl."

Eleeotrie Versus Oable Roads.

A very strong opinion in favorof elee-
tric ns compared with cable roads has
just been giveq by Colonel Henry 1Plad,
onoe of the Tosfinost civil engincers in
this country sl at present at the head
of the honrd offpublic improvements in
St, Louis. Colonel Flud recoguizes the
muny advantages of the eable systom,
muling it un @nproveinent over animal
power, it he Beliovas that “itsapplica-
tion will ghon Be confined to the opara-
tion of lines on which heavy gradionts
ocenr.”  Ho spenks of what he has seen
of the eable system in St Louis and
states that on the largest cable roads
thoeve the effective forco of tenetion is
only 15 to 20 perv eent of ths power of
the engine, whils the troubles and in-
tevruptions have been numerons wnd
serious.  In his opinion it isthe storage
cor that is destined to supply the noces-
gities of nll vur large street railronds,
excepl those of very heavy grades, and
the chiel recommendntion in his eyes
is the fact that the storage car is an in-
dependent unit. “The importance of
this, particularly in large cities and
with long lines, cannot be overesli-
mated; and I would recommendd the
elecetric motor, with stornpge  batteries,
even if a eable road could be constructed
and operated at less expense.”

Elcctric Meoters,

There scems ol the presont time to
ba a general adoption of the idea that
one of the most desirable methods of ob-
taining the moasure of o current pass-
ing through a cirouit, consists in the
application of the principle of the heat-
ing effect of the current. Not long
since we desceribed Professor Forboes’
ingenious meter, in which the heatod
conductor gonerates currents of air
which set the vanes in motion, con-
nected with a registering teain, In
this issue we deseribe the apparatus
dosinged by Professor Thomson, in
which the game prineiple is applied in
o diftfiorent hut equally ski!llul mannner,
and in which the wvaporization of a
volatile liquid is employed to effecta
rociprocating motion, the rate of which
is determined by the strength of the
curront, anill honco serves os o monns of
registering the same. We are evi-
dently just upon the beginning of
0N orn o ﬁnm-iul work in this tield, and
the result will no doubt be a large
variety of this class of meters,

Train Lighting.

The use of electrie lighting on  trains
in Kurope has been attenden by very
ancouraging rosults, ms reported hy
Herre Volgt Intely bafore the Frankfort
branch of the Society of German Engi-
nocrs. On the Wurtemburg roads,
where electrio lighting has been in use
some Lime, the average cxpense is
ghown 10 be congiderably below that of
oil gas, and though the cost of the plant
is o little henvior, the appavatus itself
is lighter, so that less weight has to be
pulled by’ the locomotive. Itis also
mentioned thut an enginecring flrm at
Caglingen hoas alreeady fitted up 0 num-
ber of traibs for electrie lighting, of
which six are humiur{ on the Novara-
Seregno voad In Italy, and others on
the Russian Sputhwestern line, These
trains, it woulll appear, carry their own
dynamos, Bs 'they are occasionally
boarded by'nn sttendant, who oils the
machinery, which scems otherwiso to
be left pretty tmuch to itself. [Purther
details would be  interesting, but
enough are friven to show that train
Hght in Edrope, as here, is very much
on the advanpgs,

Aun Electrie Coal Cutting Machine,

to impart motion to conl-outting mu-

After ‘o delay
of about two hounrs nnd o hall ateam
wits ralsod in another boiler, and the
lights resumed their usual hreillinney.
The axtra boiler does not cost much to
muintain, when (v i8 not in use, and in
this case ivsaved a great deal of inoon-
vounlence Lo those dependent upon it for
a light.

Dy, Renk, of Munich, has boou axpor-
imenting on the utility of electrie light,
from n sunitary stendpoint, in the Na-
tionul thoatre of Munich. He found
that tho electrie light had hardly any
influgnee on the deterioration of the
air, whereas the gas-light raised the
tempaerature of the room, deprived the
air of its oxypgen, and rendeved it in-
jurious by inerensing the carbonie peid,
espocially in the higher regions,
